2. John DiGiovanna -  IAAO Course 101 – 18 hours 
 It was moved by Commissioner Buckley, Commissioner Hawkins 2nd, and the motion 
carried unanimously to grant Mr. DiGiovanna eighteen (18) hours equivalent 
education credit. 
 

3. Linda M. Kieft-Robitaille -  Appraisal Foundation Investigator Training – 15 hours and                          
Appraisal Commission Meeting – (December 14, 2011) – 3 hours

and Hawkins voted against.  The motion failed. 
 
LEGAL 
 
William Henry - Docket No. 2011-701 – Formal Hearing held December 14, 2011 
It was moved by Commissioner Italia,  Commissioner  Hawkins 2nd, that the Department of  
Consumer Protection  issue Mr. Henry a Letter of Caution concerning his appraisal reports, a 
two (plus) year evaluation of Mr. Henry’s appraisals thru April 30, 2014, which is to include 
Mr. Henry providing the Board with monthly logs of his appraisal work to be reviewed by the 
Board, and impose a fine in the amount of $500.00 for what the Commission perceives as 
significant USPAP issues and errors in Mr. Henry’s appraisals.  Commissioner Hagearty 
recommended reducing the fine to $250.00 and Commissioner Italia amended his motion, 
Commissioner Hawkins 2nd, and the vote carried to reflect a $250.00 fine, to be paid within 
sixty days. Failure to comply would then be referred to the CT Attorney General’s office.  
Commissioner Buckley recused himself from this matter.  Commissioner Rasmussen was not 
present at the time of the vote on this matter.
